EMPLOYMENT OF EX-SERVICE 
PERSONNEL 

From Aug. 1 to Dec. 31, 1945, a 
total of 71,570 service personnel, 
male and female, were interviewed 
by National Employment Service 
officers at discharge centres in the 
prairie region. 

Of this number 26,861 had been 
employed prior to their enlistment 
During that period 12,256 ex-serv¬ 
ice men and 136 ex-service women 
have returned to their former jobs. 
A report on the balance can not be 
completed until the interim period 
of three months allowed for exer¬ 
cise of reinstatement rights has 
elapsed. 

The percentage of ex-service men 
placed in skilled and semi-skilled 
trades continues high and an in¬ 
creasing number of veterans are 
expressing an interest in vocational 
and other types of training. In re¬

New Gladiola Named 
"Crows Nest" In 
Honor Of The Pass 

(Jim Cousins) 

Of interest to all flower garden¬ 
ers is the announcement in the 
Press Bulletin of the Extension 
Dept, of the University of Alberta 
of the naming of seventeen new 
varieties of gladioli. 

Owing to the coolness of our 
Coleman summers gladiolus vari¬ 
eties have not always proved satis¬ 
factory. Nothing rated later than 
midseason can be depended upon to 
bloom and frequently the bulb de¬ 
veloped is too small to bloom the 
following year. 

John S. Bach is the only standard 
viriety that I have found to be de¬ 
pendable as to both blooms and 
bulbs when just planted out, with¬ 
out starting indoors. 

This is why Dr. Shoemaker’s new 
varieties are of so much interest to 
local flower lovers. I have watched 
with interest for some years back 
the development of the University 
seedlings. Many of them looked 
much better under Edmonton con¬ 
ditions than the standard varieties 
growing alongside. 

Edmonton conditions are some¬ 
what better than ours, so they set 
out their corns on April 15 and 
generally have a nice show of 
blooms by the end of July, while in 
- Coleman the same varieties would 
go in about May 1 and be bloom¬ 
ing by Aug. 15. That will give some 
basis for comparison. ~ 

I have been co-operating with 
Dr. Shoemaker for some years in 
trying out corns for comparison. 
I picked out the earliest seedling 
oLjrood quality that came into 
buxom a few summers ago and 
some corms were sent along in the 
spring. I have been growing that 
variety ever since. It was partic¬ 
ularly striking last summer. 

This variety has been -named 
“Teepee” and is listed as early 
midseason. (Edmonton, not Ontario 
midseason.) This variety averages 
86 days to bloom. “Assiniboine” is 
earlier (85 days) and “Hobbema” 
is earlier still (82 days). The new 
varieties are all associated with In¬ 
dian history in Alberta. Our local¬ 
ity is honored by a nice orange- 
colored glad (midseason, 100 days) 
called “Crowsnest.” Others bloom¬ 
ing about the same time are Pem¬ 
bina, Athabaska, Minnewanka, Yel- 
lowhead and Cree. The other vari¬ 
eties are probably a bit late for 
the mountains. 

It may be a year or two before 
these bulbs will be in sufficient sup¬ 
ply to be available to everyone, but 
they will probably make a name for 
themselves in the future in gardens 
all over the continent.

Wm. "Billy', Carr 
Passed Away On 
Monday Morning 


Came to Canada in 1903; 

Worked at Michel, Coal Creek, 

Vancouver Island and Coleman. 

Another of Coleman’s old-timers 
passed away early Monday morn¬ 
ing in the person of William 
“Billy” Carr in the local hospital. 
Billy, who would have been 84 next 
month, was found ill at his home 
on Fifth street on Saturday eve¬ 
ning by friends who summoned the 
doctor who authorized his removal 
to hospital. He passed away at 5.40 
Monday morning. 

He was born at Kersley, Lanca¬ 
shire, England, in 1862. He mar¬ 
ried in England before coming to 
Canada in 1903, when he settled 
at Michel, gaining employment at 
the Michel colliery. It was in Michel 
that he met Jack Rushton, now a 
Coleman old-timer. The two men 
left Michel in 1904 for Vancouver 
Island where they gained employ¬ 
ment at the Extension Mines. They 
were there six months when they 
left, first going to Victoria, then 
Seattle and then back to Femie, 
where they secured work at Coal 
Creek. Billy remained at Femie 
until 1910 when he came to Cole¬ 
man, batching in west Coleman. 
Two years later he was joined by 
first his son, Harry, and two daugh¬ 
ters, Florrie and Alice, and later 
by his wife and other members of 
the family. They resided in west 
Coleman. Billy worked first in In¬ 
ternational, and a few years later 
transferred to McGillivray, where 
he worked for many years. His last 
job, prior to retirement, was that of 
miners’ eheckweighnuui, a position 
he held for several years. 

He has lived alone for many 
years in his home on Fifth street, 
friendly neighbors continually call¬ 
ing in on him to see that all was 
well. 

Surviving are his widow, 82 
years of age, at Vancouver; three 
sons, Harry, of Vancouver, and 
■ Claude and Joe in England, and 
two daughters, Mrs. Alex. Grisack, 
of Port Alice BC, and Mrs. 
George Denny, of Vancouver. A 
daughter, Mrs. Jack Denny, of Nel¬ 
son, predeceased him some years 
ago. Harry was in Coleman last 
summer visiting his father.

IN A MESSAGE ISSUED at the close of 1945 by Hon. J. L. Ilsley, 
Minister of Finance, it was stated that serious consideration is now being 
given to the setting up of some organized plan for peacetime saving. This 
plan would resemble the Victory Loan campaign or the War Savings Cer¬ 
tificate drives which have been carried out during the past six years, for 
the purpose of financing the war. The people of Canada have invested 
heavily in both victory bonds and war savings stamps, and a large per¬ 
centage of the money raised, came from small investors who would not 
likely have put their savings into government bonds in time of peace. 
Much of the money also came from investors who were encouraged to 
undertake systematic saving through the pay roll deductions plan used for 
the Victory Loans. 

Each of the nine Victory Loan drives held since 
Advantages Of 1939 were heavily over-subscribed. In his year- 
p| j e ; ;nd statement, Mr. Ilsley revealed that a t 

riannea saving of $13 ,301,000,000 had been invested by Cana¬ 
dians in war loans, victory bonds, and war savings stamps and certificates, 
and that of this amount, $6,596,000,000 had come from individual investors. 
This great plan of national savings has had many advantages for the 
people as well as for the government. It has made available funds urgently 
needed for carrying on the war; it has provided people of all income groups 
with an opportunity for making sound investments; and in the opinion of 
the Finance Minister, it has played a very important part in keeping down 
inflation, always a serious threat in times such as these in which we are 
now living. 

It has often been said that to invest in a govern-

In TIia Fii+iii-p During the war, the people showed that they were 

eager to invest in the security of the nation and 
there is no doubt but that, given the same encouragement, they would wel¬ 
come the opportunity to continue to put their savings into some form of 
government bonds. Throughout Canada, the feeling has been expressed 
that sums of money such as were raised for the purpose of carrying cn the 
war, could be used in peacetime to improve living conditions and to 
develop the many potentialities of the country. Now that the war is over, 
the people are beginning to look to the future, and there are indications 
that they are as willing to invest their savings in the well-being of Canada 
in time of peace as they were to ensure its security during the war.

Greater Than Before 

Canada To Spend $500,000,000 On 
War Veterans This Year 

A grateful Canada in 1946 alone 
expects to spend more than $500,- 
000,000 on its war veterans, an 
amount greater than the ordinary 
running costs of the federal govern¬ 
ment itself outside of war expendi- 
j tures. 

| Never before in its history has 
j Canada contemplated such a colossal 
' expenditure in a single year on war 
i veterans. To be handled through the 
j Department of Veterans Affairs, it 
will include gratuities, re-establish¬ 
ment credits, unemployment benefits, 
medical services, vocational training, 
university training, housing, settle¬ 
ment on small holdings or farms, and 
purchase of equipment. 

After the war, 1919 was the peak 
expense for veterans, and about 
$300,000,000 was used up. 

Although Canada's post-discharge 
! benefits for its servicemen are al¬ 
ready the envy of every ether nation, 
they are still not complete. 

When the first parliamentary ses- 
! sion of 1946 begins, the hard-work- 
i ing Veteran Affairs’ committee will 
be reconstituted and carry on the 
work it began last autumn. Still to 
j be threshed out by this all-party 
group of ex-servicemen, who in com- 
imittee have tossed personal politics 
I to the winds in favor of getting the 
j best for the fighting men, are five 
main subjects: 

The Canadian Pension Act; the 
War Veterans' Allowance Act, which 
provides for living allowances for 
aged or incapacitated veterans; the 
medical treatment regulations; Civil 
Service preference; other groups, not 
actually servicemen, for instance, 
merchant seamen, fire fighters, aux¬ 
iliary services, V.A.D., Red Cross, 
civilian pilots.—Ottawa Citizen.

Makes Good Food 

Sunflower Seed Can Be Used In Very 
Many Ways 

The sunflower, though we think 
of it as something tall, lissom and 
being over the garden wall—purely 
decorativ—is the source of food for 
both man and beast. 

Sunflower seed has been planted 
for years in Russia, several South 
American countries, and Canada as 
a farm crop. Sunflower seed oil is 
a source of fat and protein. 

Sunflower seed meal makes tasty 
flour with which to enrich bread. It 
is also used in the manufacture of 
shortening and in making soap, and 
it makes fine salad and cooking oil. 
As cake meal it provides fattening 
for livestock, much the same as soy¬ 
bean, cottonseed and linseed meal.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 


MUST BE SATISFIED 
WITH CITY FATHERS 

It would appear from the at¬ 
tendance at the ratepayers’ annual 
meeting and the interest shown 
nominating day at which time the 
mayor and two councillors were re¬ 
elected to office hy acclamation that 
the town’s business is being con¬ 
ducted in a most satisfactory man¬ 
ner. 

Harmony has prevailed through¬ 
out the council meetings during the 
past year. This year important 
items of business confront a now 
experienced council, chief of which 
is the light and water franchise. 
Other important matters to be dealt 
with include resurfacing our pres¬ 
ent hard-surfacedl strqfcts, which 
have been allowed to deteriorate 
quite badly in places; extend the 
concrete sidewalks, started in west 
Coleman last fall, aid in the beau¬ 
tification of the cemeteries and pos¬ 
sibly make a new entrance to the 
cemeteries, thus eliminating entire¬ 
ly the steep hill now experienced. 
Numerous other pieees of business 
will be dealt with in a sane man¬ 
ner by experienced councillors. 

GASOLINE PRICES 
TO BE BOOSTED 

Gasoline prices will be boosted 
another two cents, according to the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
commencing in March. Despite the 
appeals of motorists and other in¬ 
terested organizations the price 
will go up. Neither Edmonton or 
Ottawa would relinquish their tax 
which totals ten cents per gallon 
and no public announcement has 
been made by the Prices Board that 
a check was made of the various 
oil companies books. It seems on 
the surface that since motorists are 
not organized they must bear the 
brunt of increased costs. 

LET’S TRY AND 
ELIMINATE BLUFF 

We have it on no less an author¬ 
ity than the provincial Public 
Works Department that the road 
from Pincher to the Crow will be 
hard-surfaced this summer. In 
keeping with modem road con¬ 
struction all comers are either 
eliminated or widened so that 
greater safety is given the motor¬ 
ist. 

Since the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment is undertaking a heavy works

program perhaps the time is ripe 
for securing help in eliminating 
that dangerous comer east of main 
street as one enters the town. A 
considerable portion of this bluff 
could be ripped out by bulldozers, 
the comer would thus be made 
much wider and safer and the en¬ 
trance to the town would be con¬ 
siderably improved. We’re not an 
engineer, but we doubt if the cost 
incurred would be very heavy. 

It is certainly a project worth 
considering. If a Board of Trade 
is organized in Coleman within the 
next few weeks we suggest that 
this be among the first projects to 
be given attention. Failing the - 
Board of Trade let our Lions club 
give it its consideration. 

PEOPLE WANT 
SECURITY 

There never was a time when 
people were more concerned about 
security for themselves and their 
families. 

A striking evidence of this fact 
is the rate at which new life in¬ 
surance has been purchased. These 
new sales, moreover, have been 
made in the face of conditions that 
were not wholly favorable. The 
ranks of the life underwriters were 
greatly thinned through enlist¬ 
ments; a large number of men who 
ordinarily would be in the market 
for life insurance were overseas; 
civilians had higher taxes than ever 
before, were investing heavily in 
Victory Bonds, and, in addition, 
were contributing substantially to 
various charities. 

However, during the year 1945, 
the total new business issued 
amounted to over $950,000,000, and 
during the six years of war the 
business in force in Canada in¬ 
creased nearly 50 per cent. These 
figures do not include the exten- . 
sive foreign business of Canadian 
life insurance companies; more 
than one-third of all policies in 
force in Canadian companies are 
held outside Canada. 

It is evident that people are sav- 
ings-conscious and have developed 
habits of thrift. Doubtess the six

Q. Is it possible to have consid¬ 
erable activity of the disease and 
still have negative sputum? 

A. Yes, in certain types of the 
disease and at certain stages. 

Q. My sputum has been negative 
for nine months. Can I be reason¬ 
ably sure it will continue to be 
negative ? 

A. Yes, one can be reasonably 
sure of the sputum remaining neg¬ 
ative. Remember, however, that as 
long as sputum is present you must 
continue to practise the precautions 
necessary to prevent spread of in¬ 
fection. 

Q. Is it possible to have active 
TB of the lungs without positive 
sputum ? 

A. Yes, this is possible. It is also 
possible to have active disease 
without any sputum. 

Q. What does the X-ray tell us? 

A. The X-ray is invaluable be¬ 
cause it shows up the shadows in 
the lungs of people who have old 
TB, now arrested; new trouble not 
yet suspected, or disease that re¬ 
quires to be watched at intervals. 

Q. What would cause me to spit 
blood once in a while? I always 
feel good. 

A. Jhis is a fairly common symp¬ 
tom of pulmonary tuberculosis. It 
may be caused by rupture of one 
of the smaller blood vessels in the 
lung, or perhaps congestion within 
the lung. 

Q. Are hemorrhages likely to be 
directly fatal? 

A. Infrequently death is immed¬ 
iately caused by pulmonary hem¬ 
orrhage. More generally if death 
occurs it is the result of subsequent 
advancing disease.

Antique Furniture 

Post-War Britain Is Going Mad 
Over Art Treasures 

Post-war Britain is “going mad 
over” antique furniture, paintings 
and ornaments, and a similar boom 
is predicted for the United States 
within two or three years. 

At London’s two largest art auc¬ 
tion houses, Sotheby’s and Christie’s, 
spokesmen said that while there had 
been no fantastic prices for any one 
item, even “the most ordinary” art 
treasures bring two to five times 
their pre-war price. 

“We’ve found that the market here 
is about two years ahead of the 
United States,” Cha-les Des Graz, a 
partner at Sotheby’s said, “and good 
healthy American buying is still tak¬ 
ing place which means they antici¬ 
pate a boom. 

“I notice that the extraordinarily 
high prices are fetched by ordinary 
things rather than by extraordinary 
things,” Des Graz added. “It’s not 
that things bring $8,000, but that 
things which used to fetch $80 now 
bring $400.” 

At Christie’s, Sir Alec Martin, 
managing director, said that the gen¬ 
eral level of things of quality, “pro¬ 
vided they are on the smallish side,” 
was much higher than before the 
war but that there had been no real 
test of an outstanding article, such 
as a really great Gainsborough of 
a Rembrandt, since there have been 
none on the market. 

He said people do not want “col¬ 
lectors items” so much as things of 
some serviceable value which they 
can’t buy new, such as English and 
foreign china, Georgian silver (rather 
than formerly popular Elizabethan), 
small furniture, pictures, carpets and 
curtains. 

Chippendale tables, “just big 
enough for a glass and an ashtray” 
now bring $400 to $800 where a few 
years ago they brought $60 to $80; 
a writing table that formerly cost 
$1,600 now costs $5,200; a diamond 
braclet worth $90 before now is 
worth $1,200; Audubon's book of 
birds, one of the copies of which 
brought the world’s record price of 
$9,600 in 1937, now averages $14,800 
for a “quite bad copy.” 

A Dresden china service is worth 
$2,000 or twice its pre-war price; a 
small Florentine engraving will bring 
$8,400; china and porcelain orna¬ 
ments sell from $120 to $1,200, and 
a plain silver tea tray brings $6,400.

Expensive Ceremony 

Diamonds To Weigh Aga Khan Sent’ 
In Crash-Proof Boxes 

Special “crash-proof” containers 
are being made in Britain to carry 
thousands of diamonds to India to 
weight the Aga Khan at the celebra¬ 
tion of his diamond jubilee as spirit¬ 
ual head of the Ismaili Moslem sect. 

Present weight of the Aga Khan 
is estimated at 238 pounds. 

The diamonds, obtained from a 
diamond syndicate in London with 
the co-operation of the British and 
Indian Governments, will be brought 
to India under special escort. The 
celebration will take place at the 
Bradbourne Stadium, Bombay, before 
about 40,000 followers and guests. 
It will be repeated in Dar-es-Salaam, 
East Africa, in August for the bene¬ 
fit of the Aga Khan’s followers in 
Africa. The Ismaili Moslem sect 
numbers about 20,000,000 followers 
in Asia, Africa and Europe. 

Followers in India alone have col¬ 
lected more than $1,800,000. About 
$900,000 will be polished diamonds 
which will be bought as souvenirs by 
followers. The remainder will be un- 
evt industrial diamonds which Will be 
returned to the syndicate after the 
African ceremony. 

A special pair of giant scales with 
a throne on which the Aga Khan will 
sit is being constructed in India.

PENICILLIN INEFFECTIVE 

WHERE LOCKJAW CONCERNED 

Tetanus, more commonly known as 
lockjaw, does not respond to penicil¬ 
lin treatment, according to Dr. W. A. 
Altemeier of the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati College of Medicine and the 
Cincinnati General Hospital. His 
findings, based on a clinical study of 
16 cases of established generalized 
tetanus, were published in a recent 
issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

"Penicillin has not been beneficial 
in tfye treatment of tetanus because 
it has no effect on the Clostridium 
tetani toxin,” wrote Dr. Altemeier. 
He went on to explain that tetanus 
is an acute infectious disease of the 
central nervous system caused by 
germs called Clostridium tetani. 

He said that lockjaw occurs so fre¬ 
quently in small and insignificant 
wounds because these do not receive 
a physician’s attention, whereas pa¬ 
tients with large wounds are im¬ 
mediately injected with tetanus anti¬ 
toxin whiGh prevents the poison from 
spreading. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to recall that Dr. Nelles Silverthorne 
of Toronto, chairman of the National 
Immunization Committee of the 
Health League of Canada, advocates 
use of tetanus toxoid as an immun¬ 
ization agent against lockjaw. In a 
widely publicized article in the 
magazine “Health” some months ago, 
he emphasized there is now available, 
either singly or combined with other 
immunizing agents, an effective 
tetanus toxoid—an agent similar in 
effect to diphtheria toxoid. 


Predicts They May Be Built With 
Plastic Bodies Within Two Years 

William B. Stout is a well-known 
aviation engineer and automobile de¬ 
signer. He has some pertinent ideas 
as to trends in automobile design 
and manufacture. 

Mr. Stout predicts that within two 
years all major manufacturers will 
be producing cars with plastic bodies 
much stronger than steel. These cars 
will have half the weight and twice 
the economy of present day vehicles. 

Cars such as Mr. Stout de¬ 
scribes will give motorists a lot of 
things they’ve been wanting for 
years. Probably the most important 
of all is the gift of greatly increased 
vision to the driver. Operators of 
present-day cars have to guess at 
clearances to their right. In rear- 
engined cars they won’t have to 
guess, they can see. Many an accid¬ 
ent thus will be prevented.—Buffalo 
Courier-Express.

| This is the opinion of officials of 
j the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
who state that while shirt produc- 
I tion is actually up over peacetime 
levels, there just aren’t enough shirts 
I to go round. 

I The current 1 shortage results frem 
| a combination of circumstances none 
! of which appears to be controllable. 
The reasons set forth by Board offi¬ 
cials are as follows: 

1. The return to Canada of 
thousands of service men every 

1 month, each of whom needs three or 
I four shirts. This demand on the part 
of servicemen will continue well into 
! March when, it is expected, the bulk 
I of Canadian servicemen will have 
jbeen returned to Canada. 

2. Lack of shirtings from the 
United States and Great Britain. 

3. Lack of skilled labor. Unfor¬ 
tunately most Canadian shirt factor¬ 
ies are situated in centres where lab¬ 
or is short. Also, Board officials say, 
skilled labor operators who can 
“turn” a shirt collar are relatively 
few and take many months to train.

THE B.N.A. ACT 

Original Is Ilept In Strong Room In 

Parliament Buildings In 
London 

A House of Lords receipt for 7s 
6d $1.80) made out to the Canadian 
Press, bears testimeny that the orig¬ 
inal British North America Act 
(30 Viet. No. 5) has been inspected. 

This reporter can add that Can¬ 
ada’s foundation act came through 
the war as fresh as paint, its print¬ 
ing clear and the vellum pages un¬ 
wrinkled. The red ribbon binding it 
has faded slightly but the knot is as 
strong and precise as the language in . 
the long pages. 

Stout black print sets forth, j 
among other things, that a king I 
shall be within the jurisdiction of 
the federal parliament, and even! 
stouter print on the cover declares! 
the act is for the union of Canada, j 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick j 
“and the government thereof; and 
for purposes connected therewith.” 
Date of approval written in ink by a 
strong hand, is March 29, 1867. 

For 7s 6d, the standard fee, the 
act was taken frem a strong room 
in the Victoria tower of the parlia¬ 
ment buildings, where it rests among 
thousands of others dating back to 
1485. 

Officials explained the B.N.A. Act 
original is part of an unbroken 
series in their care. They had not 
heard of suggestions that the original 
should/ be moved to Canada. 

The bill is signed by J. G. Shaw 
Lefevre, clerk of the parliaments in 
1867, as a sign of royal assent. There 
is also an inked notation in ancient 
French "la Reyne le veult” (the 
Queen wishes it), the traditional 
declaration that a measure has come 
before the throne and been approved. 

The B.N.A. Act is of what its cus¬ 
todians call the “flat” type, and 
therefore far easier to handle and I 
read than the long, rolled sheaves of 
vellum covered with great inked let¬ 
ters which are the originals of acts 
passed prior to 1850. 

But for acts of any age the safe¬ 
guards are the same; even for 7s 6dj 
they can only be inspected and must I 
not leave the custody of the clerk 
of the parliaments. If the act were 
required in a court or a parliament | 
a sworn copy would suffice and the j 
original would remain secure in the j 
tower.

1 egg 

1*4 teaspoons salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
1/2 cup milk 

1 cup whole wheat flakes 
1 cup ground beef 
Vi pound pork sausage meat 
Beat egg slightly; add salt, pepper 
and milk. Crush whole wheat flakes 
into fine crumbs; add crumbs and 
meat to first mixture and mix thor¬ 
oughly. Press lightly into loaf pan. 
Bake in moderately hot oven (400 
degrees F.) about 1 hour.

Pare potatoes and cook in boiling 
water until almost tender, about 20 
minutes. Drain and brush with fat. 
Roll com flakes into fine crumbs and 
mix with 'paprika and salt. Roll 
potatoes in crumb mixture until well 
covered.
